An ORDINANCE annexing certain territory to the 
City of Fort Wayne, and including the same in 
Counci Imanic District No. 2 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT 
WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. That the following described territory be, and 
the same is hereby, annexed to and made a part of the corporation of 



Commencing at the intersection of the centerline of section 
33, T 31, R 13 E and the north right-of-way line of Hicksville 
Road (East State Blvd.); thence northeasterly along the north 
right-of-way line of Hicksville Road (East State Blvd.), this 
line also being the present corporation limits, to the east line 
of the northwest % of section 34, T 31 N, R 13 E; thence south 
along said east line of northwest % of section 34 (assumed to 
be the northerly projection of west line of lot #2 in Browning 
Subdivision of Kercheval Reserve) to the northwest corner of 
lot #2 in Browning Subdivision of Kercheval Reserve as recorded 
in deed book W, pages 387-388; thence continuing in a southerly 
direction along the west line of said lot #2 in Browning Sub- 
diytqton to a point located 262.68+ feet north of the southwest 
corner of s-atd lot #2 in Browning Subdivision, said point more 
particularly- described as being the northwest corner of lot #77 
of Lake. Forest Extended, Section III as recorded in plat book 33, 
pages 19-20; thence east on a line parallel to and 262.68+ feet 
north of the south line of Lots 1 & 2 of said Browning Subdivision 
to the. westerly right-of-way line of Mays vi lie Road, (Lake Avenue) 
thence southwesterly on the west right-of-way of Maysville Road 
to the west line of said Kercheval Reserve; thence in an easterly 
direction along the north right-of-way line of North River Road 
to east line of Kercheval Reserve; thence north along the'east 
line of Kercheval Reserve to the north line of Valley Meadows 
Section III; thence west along the north line of Valley Meadows 
Section III to the east right-of-way of Maysville Road; thence 
northeasterly along the east right-of-way line of the Maysville 
Road to the south right-of-way line of Hicksville Road (East 
State Street); thence west along the south right-of-way line of 
Hicksville Road to a projection of the west right-of-way line of 
the Lahmeyer Road; thence north along said west right-of-way line 
of Lahmeyer Road to the south right-of-way line of Trier Road; 
thence west along south right-of-way line of Trier Road to 
centerline of section 33, T 31 N, R 13 E, thence south on said 
centerline section 33 to intersection of north right-of-way line 
of Hicksville Road the point of beginning. An area of approxi¬ 
mately 800 acres. 


SECTION 2. It is the policy of the City of Fort Wayne to 
furnish the above described territory within a period of (3) three years, 
governmental and proprietary services substantially equivalent in stan¬ 
dard and scope to the governmental and proprietary services furnished by 
the annexing city to other areas of the city which have characteristics 
of topography, patterns of land utilization and population density similar 
to said described territory. 
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SECTION 3. Governmental and proprietary services which will 
be provided to the described territory are outlined in the fiscal plan 
for the territory developed by the Department of Community Development 
and Planning, which plan was examined, approved and adopted by the 
Common Council prior to the passage of this Ordinance. 

SECTION 4. Said annexed territory shall be part of Council- 
manic District No. 2 of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, as described 
in Section 2-9 of Article II of the Code of the City of Fort Wayne, 
Indiana 1974.

INTRODUCTION 


The Fort Wayne community continues to grow every year, with most of the 
growth occuring outside the existing city limits. St. Joseph Township alone 
is expected to increase by more than 25,000 people between 1970 and 1990. 

As the community grows, the City must also grow in order to be financially 
capable of providing the municipal services demanded by residents of the 
urbanized areas. Annexation, or the redefinition of corporate limits, is 
one method a city may employ to keep up with the growth occurring in the 
community and insure the economic well-being of the city and its residents. 

The Blackhawk annexation area, located north of Fort Wayne in St. Joseph 
Township, is just one segment of Fort Wayne's overall annexation strategy. 

It is the goal of the City of Fort Wayne to annex all "urban" land conti¬ 
guous to city limits. The Blackhawk area is considered urban since it has 
more than three persons per acre and is more than one-eighth contiguous to 
the city limits.* Because the area is defined by existing city limits on 
parts of its western and southern boundaries, it is highly suitable for 
adjacent growth which allows for the orderly and efficient delivery of 
services. In addition, urbanization is expected to continue north of this 
area, making Blackhawk a vital link to this future development. 

The Blackhawk area meets the necessary criteria for annexation in the three 
ways stipulated by Indiana law (I.C. 18-5-10-25). It is at least one-eighth 
(1/8) contiguous to the city limits, has at least three (3) persons per acre 
of land, and a fiscal plan for providing municipal and proprietary services to 
the area has been developed. 

The following report describes the area, sets forth a municipal service plan, 
summarizes the financial impact of annexation upon the City, and recommends 
a course of action.

7. Planning 

At this time, thirty-four percent (34%) of the Blackhawk annexation area 
is undeveloped. The Allen County Comprehensive Plan considers this area 
as suburban residential in its 1990 Land Use Plan*. Thus, Blackhawk is 
expected to absorb some of the urban growth likely to occur in Allen 
County and is appropriate for such growth. 

Blackhawk is already 32% contiguous to the corporate limits. Located 
just west of this area is a pending annexation known as New Glenwood 
Extended. If this area comes into the City, the Blackhawk area will be 
approximately 45% contiguous to the corporate limits. Therefore, it is 
appropriate for adjacent urban growth. Such growth allows for more 
efficient planning and delivery of urban services and minimizes the 
problems of scattered growth. The concept has been adopted by the County 
and City Plan Commissions. Annexation then, furnishes the means for 
providing necessary services to the area. 


Access to the Blackhawk area is already easily available from Eas t 
State Blvd. and Lake Avenue, Trier, Maplecrest, Lahmeyer and Maysville 
Roads. There are no immediate improvements scheduled for these streets; 
however, the Streets and Roads'section of this report describes the long 
range plans for transportation improvements. These plans include the 5 
possibility of a Maplecrest corridor, which would cross the Maumee 
River and connect with Adams Center. 


Another capital improvement plan for the area is the development of 
Maumee Park. Once the park is located within the city limits, it would 
be high on the priority list for capital improvements.

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MUNICIPAL SERVICES 


State law requires that within three (3) years of annexation, the. City provides 
the annexed area with "governmental and proprietary services substantially 
equivalent in standard and scope" to the services provided similar areas in 
the City. (I.C. 18-5-10-25(c)). This report contains a fiscal plan for doing so. 

In 1970 the Fort Wayne City Council adopted Resolution No. R-83-70 (Bill No. 
R-70-07-24) that set forth a policy for providing services to newly annexed 
areas. This plan follows the directives of Resolution R-83-70 while conforming 
to existing laws, rules and regulations. 

Municipal services are analyzed in terms of the needs of the Blackhawk annexa¬ 
tion area and the costs of providing the services to the area. As required by 
Indiana law, services will be provided in a manner that treats the Blackhawk 
area the same way as similar areas in the City are treated. Services will be 
at City standard, and, where necessary for items such as new streeet lighting, 
the standard service provision process will be used just as it is used elsewhere 
in the City of Fort Wayne. 

The City of Fort Wayne will provide police and fire protection, emergency medical 
service, traffic control, solid waste collection, and street and road mainten¬ 
ance immediately upon annexation. Street lighting and street construction will 
be provided in accordance with the standard processes of the City, which can 
include resident petitioning and financial participation as well as the routine 
capital improvement procedures of the City. The water, sewer and drainage services 
of the Fort Wayne City Utilities will be made available to the area in conformance 
with relevant State law and Utility policies. The Park facilities of the City 
will be available to residents with park development in the area contingent upon 
the park planning standards and methods used throughout the community. The - 
specifics of implementing these services and estimated costs for doing so are 
presented in the following reports. Needs will be constantly evaluated and necessary 
adjustments made so that the standard of "substantially equivalent" is met. 

T. Police 


The Fort Wayne Police Department will become responsible for servicing 
the Blackhawk area immediately upon annexation. This service generally 
includes the prevention and detection of criminal activity, the appre¬ 
hension of criminal offenders, assistance for those who cannot care 
for themselves or who are in danger of physical ham, the resolution of 
day to day conflicts among family, friends, and neighbors, and the 
creation and maintenance of a feeling of security in the community. 

The Police Department is also involved in legal work such as participa¬ 
tion in court proceedings and protection of constitutional guarantees. 
Furthermore, it is responsible for the control of traffic and the 
promotion and preservation of civil order. 

At the present time, there are 1.606 policemen per 1,000 population. 
With an estimated population of 5050 people in this annexation area, 
8.8324 additional police officers and civilian personnel will be needed. 
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The cost of additional equipment needed to support this area is 
also computed on a per capita basis. The table below summarizes 
the types of additions needed and their costs:

The Police Department must keep tabulations on the percentage of per¬ 
sonnel and equipment necessary for the annexation. The Chief of 
Police will study the manpower allocation in the department and after 
evaluating all the parameters assign additional help where the new 
requirements demand it. 

Funding for police services will come from local taxes, although any 
funds allocated to the General Fund can be used. 


Fire 

The Fort Wayne Fire Department will provide immediate service to the 
Blackhawk area upon annexation. The services provided are the sup¬ 
pression of fire, fire prevention education, and fire inspections of 
churches and all conmercial establishments. 

The Fire Department will respond with fire-fighting equipment, materials 
and personnel to the proposed annexation area as it responds to similar 
locations within the city. Station #14, located on Reed Road, will be 
the first station to respond to the Blackhawk area. Station #10 and 
Station #13 may also be called to assist. It is the opinion of the Fire 
Chief that the service will be adequate for the proposed annexation area. 

This annexation would not require additional personnel, equipment, nor 
fire stations. The only costs would be operating costs as listed below: 

Annual Operating Cost* $1,847 

The source for funding for the Fire Department services is the 
General Fund.

The Fort Wayne Fire Department at this time, provides service to 
the area immediately west and south of the proposed annexation area. 
Therefore, immediate services will be provided with ease to this 
area upon annexatiom with response time being within the acceptable 
range and nearly the same as that for adjacent areas. 


Emergency Medical Service 

Upon annexation, residents of Blackhawk will have, at their convenience, 
full time Emergency Medical Services. This includes ambulance coverage 
and first aid treatment to victims of heart attacks, automobile and 
other accidents, and to others requiring immediate medical attention. 

The Emergency Medical Service provided to the Blackhawk area will be 
"substantially equivalent" to the service provided to other areas 
within the city. The City is currently providing service to the im¬ 
mediate south and west of the annexation area, so response time should 
be nearly the same for the Blackhawk area as it is for these adjacent 
areas. It will also be within standards that are acceptable to the 
EMS department. 

In addition to the regular EMS ambulance, the Fort Wayne Fire Department 
will also assist on calls in the Blackhawk area, just as it already does 
within the City. Therefore, the Fire Department, responding from Station 
#14 on Reed Road, will, on occasion,, provide initial response and care. 
The Fire Department is training its personnel so that in the near 
future there will be a trained emergency medical technician at each 
station and on all runs. They will be able to administer medical treat¬ 
ment before the ambulance arrives to transport the victim. 

In addition to service from the City of Fort Wayne, the annexation area 
will continue to benefit from mutual aid arrangements with the St. 

Joseph Township Fire Department. 

So, for the Blackhawk area, initial response can come from Fire Station 
#14 on Reed Road. Ambulances will respond from Fire Station #13, located 
on Coliseum Boulevard, or, after 11 P.M., from Fire Station #1, located 
on Main Street. 

In addition to emergency medical training for fire fighters, a number 
of other changes are being made to improve Emergency Medical Service. 

The Communications Department is being reorganized to better filter 
the calls, which will reduce the number of unnecessary runs. A fee 
system for lose of Emergency Medical Service is also being considered at 
this time. This would substantially cut down the number of calls 
since those using the service would have to pay for it, and could of 
course, significantly improve the funding base for EMS. Continued, and 
even improved mutual aid agreements with St. Joseph Township will.,pro¬ 
vide ongoing support for the emergency medical service and fire protection 
delivered by both jurisdictions. 
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The City of Fort Wayne is currently in the process of upgrading 
the Emergency Medical Service to include Advance Life Support 
CALS). Those persons trained in ALS will be able to administer 
more advanced medical care than the first aid treatment supplied 
by the emergency medical technicians. The Advanced Life Support 
System should significantly improve the quality of service pro¬ 
vided by the Emergency Medical Service. 


As the City experiences growth through new construction and annexations, 
emergency medical services will have to be constantly evaluated to 
determine if the needs are being met. 

Blackhawk is only one of several annexations for EMS to consider. Still 
if the steps to improve the service described above are insufficient 
for EMS to provide a desired level of service system-wide, expansion can 
occur. This would require an additional van and additional personnel 
(EMT's). Since these EMT's would be needed throughout the City, it 
is not necessary to attribute the entire personnel cost to t his 
annexation. 

Regardless of the eventual steps taken to develop EMS service, service 
in the Blackhawk annexation area will be substantially equivalent to 
that in similar areas within Fort Wayne as required by Indiana law. 
Service will be provided immediately. 

After the impacts of this annexation and others are known, upgrading will 
take place. This plan has outlined planned actions that should handle 
this growth. Implementation will occur as the needs dictate. 


In order to show the costs of this service for the Blackhawk area, three 
alternatives are outlined below. 

Alternative A shows the cost for EMS for the Blackhawk area without a 
major expansion. The cost is calculated on a per capita basis. In 
1977, EMS made approximately .08 rims per person. With 5,050 residents, 
the Blackhawk annexation would generate 404 additional runs. Using an 
average cost per run of $25, the cost is shown below:

The operating cost would be the same.as Alternative A since the same 
number of runs would be made to the Blackhawk area.

Alternative C shows the cost for EMS for an additional van as well as 
enough personnel to man the van for three shifts. Although this ambul¬ 
ance would serve a much greater area than just the annexation area. 
Alternative C attributes the entire cost to this annexation.

The source of funding for Emergency Medical Service is the General Fund. 
The five-year financial summary illustrates all three of the above 
alternatives for Emergency Medical Service. 


Solid Waste Collection 

Under the terms of the present contract, the cost of solid waste col¬ 
lection is $34.89 per household per year. With 1,329 single family 
dwelling units and 222 multi-family dwelling units, the total cost 
will be $50,242 per year. If additional personnel are needed, they will 
be hired by the contractor. The City will pay this cost from the General 
Fund. 

Traffic Control 

The City of Fort Wayne will assume responsibility for traffic control in 
this area upon annexation. Traffic control involves the installation and 
maintenance of traffic ocntrol devices as well as surveys and investi¬ 
gations. The services provided by Traffic Engineering for this area will 
be comparable to the rest of the City six months after annexation. 

Additional personnel will not be required for Blackhawk. Physical im¬ 
provements scheduled to be made within the next three (3) years and 
their costs are listed below:

Improvements are made according to priority and as funds become available. 
Other specific problems will be studied in depth after the annexation to 
determine the most workable solutions. 


The source of funding for the scheduled improvements and/or Traffic 
Engineering service are the General Fund, Revenue Sharing Funds, and 
occassionally, Motor Vehicle Highway Funds. 


Street Lighting 

Presently, in the Blackhawk area, there are...a number of lights along 
residential streets. Those lights, which are currently being rented from 
Indiana and Michigan Electric Company, would be paid for by v the City of 
Fort Wayne (both energy and maintenance costs). In some areas, the 
existing lights are not at city standard (incandescent or ornamental on 
wooden poles). These lights are not being rented from Indiana and 
Michigan and will not be maintained'by the City. However, the City will 
pay the energy costs of these lights. 

It is the goal of the City to light every unlit intersection in the city. 

In the Blackhawk annexation area this would require approximately 75 lights. 
Listed below are the costs of standard intersection lights for Blackhawk:

These lights would be funded 100% by the City of Fort Wayne. Capital 
costs would come from the Street Lighting Fund. The fund is composed 
of various combinations of Revenue Sharing monies. Light Lease Fund, 
General Fund, and property tax revenue, and is subject to change from 
year to year. For our purposes, we attribute these capital costs to 
property tax revenue (See Five Year Summary). Operating costs would 
also be paid by the City. 

If residents desire additional street lighting, they must 
petition for it. Petitions will be treated equally with those from 
other areas. Priority will be assigned on the basis of need and filing 
date. The City of Fort Wayne would pay the cost as funding is secured. 
Listed below are the costs of lighting the entire addition with stand¬ 
ard residential lighting:

If residents desire ornamental lighting, they must pay the difference 
between the capital cost of standard and ornamental lighting. The City 
will still pay the operating costs. 

Lighting of arterial and secondary traffic streets' such as Maplecrest Road, 
Maysville Road, State Street, and North River Road is done in accord with 
the City's regular Capital Improvement programming process or in conjunction 
with arterial street improvement projects. Funding for these projects could 
come from Federal: Aid Urban Funds, Arterial Road § Street Funds, Revenue 
Sharing, or local funds. Refer to the Streets arid Roads section for future 
plans of arterial capital improvement projects. 

The costs of lighting these non-residential streets with Design "E" 
lighting is listed below:

Streets and Roads 

The Street Engineering Department will provide engineering services and 
construction supervision of all streets, alleys, and sidewalks to be 
constructed within the proposed annexation area. No additional engin¬ 
eering personnel or equipment will be required. 

This annexation will add 15.99 miles of streets to the City total. Gen¬ 
eral maintenance of these streets would then be the responsibility of the 
City. This service includes snow and ice removal, mowing along the 
roadside, leaf pick-up, and surface maintenance. The average cost is. 
$2,500 per mile of street, so Blackhawk streets and roads would cost 
approximately $39,975 a year to maintain.

Arterial street projects are undertaken in accordance with the City’s 
Capital Improvement Program. These are funded with Federal Aid Urban 
monies or Local Road and Street monies. 

At this time, Allen County is completing, within the annexation area, 
a repair project along Maplecrest that will put the street in decent 
condition. Maplecrest is being considered as a major north-south corridor 
that could cut south across the Maumee River and connect with Adams 
Center Road. An environmental impact statement is being prepared; and if 
Federal Aid Urban money is available, the corridor will be developed. 

This could be done in sections with construction possibly beginning in 
six or seven years. 
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No major improvements are programmed for the portion of State Street 
to be added to the City by this annexation. 

Improvements are being planned for Lake Avenue west of this annexation. 
An environmental impact statement is being prepared for developing 
Lake from Anthony to Landin Road (east of this annexation). The first 
priority will be to four-lane Lake at least as far as due south of 
present Maplecrest. If Local Road and Streets or Federal Aid Urban 
funds can be obtained, construction could start in five to six years. 
Construction east of Maplecrest will require further analysis of the 
needs created by development in the area and the effects, as well as 
feasibility, of a Maplecrest-Adams Center corridor. 


Parks 

Currently located within the annexation area is. an area of 110 acres 
of land (Maumee Park) owned by the Fort Wayne Department of Parks and 
Recreation. The department will not consider developing this area until 
it is located within the city limits and additional funds are provided 
for maintenance. 

Upon annexation, the Park Department will prepare development plans and 
begin to apply for funding for the planned capital improvements through 
sources such as Revenue Sharing, Park Foundation, etc. Once this fund¬ 
ing is secured, the Park could not be developed until the park budget 
includes the necessary funds for the city share of development costs as 
well as maintenance costs. A committment from the City Council to 
provide these funds, is needed. 

Maumee Park, by virtue of its size (110 acres), can be classified as a 
community park. However, it will not be designed to serve the entire 
community, but rather those people within a relatively close geograph¬ 
ical range of the park. This park would not only be serving residents of 
the newly annexed area, but will also serve residents already within the 
city. 

The estimated costs for capital improvement/maintenance are listed 
below:

Another service of the Parks and Recreation Department to be provided 
in the Blackhawk Annexation Area is that of a funmobile stop. The first 
summer upon annexation, the City of Fort Wayne would take over payment 
for the funmobile stop located at Croninger School. An additional 
funmobile stop would also be located in the northern portion of Maumee 
Park to serve the Kern Valley Addition. The cost of the funmobile 
program for Blackhawk is listed below:

Development of a neighborhood park in the northern; portion of the an¬ 
nexation area is contingent upon school development which is unlikely 
at this time. 

Small common areas, such as the one located within the Walden Addition, 
will remain the responsibility of the Association unless necessary 
operating/maintenance funds are provided in the Parks and Recreation 
Department's budget, or maintenance/operation is provided by others 
on a long term lease arrangement. 
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FORT WAYNE UTILITIES 


Water and sewer services are currently being provided to the 
Blackhawk area by Fort Wayne City Utilities, and also, in some 
additions, by private suburban utilities. These services are paid 
for with laser charges and tap fees and not through Civil City pro¬ 
perty tax revenues. 


Water 

A substantial portion of the Blachhawk area is already served with 
City water. This includes over 650 residential customers and 49 com¬ 
mercial customers. (See Map I). 

The remaining 500 f- residences are served by Puritan or Maplewood 
Park Utility. The City is in the process of trying to buy these pri¬ 
vate utilities - a move separate from annexation. If the City succeeds 
in purchasing these utilities some capital improvements may_be_jiecessary. 

Construction of various feeder mains through or adjacent to this area 
will be necessary to provide direct service to property owners in 
Blackhawk and to adequately serve areas beyond Blackhawk. These mains 
are part of the Master Plan* to ultimately provide water service to 
the Fort Wayne - New Haven - Allen County Metropolitan area. This 
Master Plan shows that•the Fort Wayne Water Utility has the capacity 
to serve this annexation area through its presently developed water 
supply reservior system (i.e., St. Joseph River Reservoir, Cedarville 
Reservoir, and Hurshtown Reservoir). In addition, the Three Rivers 
Filtration Plant is now being expanded to enhance the availability of 
treated water for the present city water service area as well as other 
surrounding areas. 

The Utility is prepared to proceed with plans, specifications, bidding, 
and construction on any portion or all the additional feeder mains 
(along Maysville Road and along North River Road) as their need be¬ 
comes apparent. 

All of the presently platted streets within this annexation area are 
already served by the City, Puritan, or Maplewood Park Utilities. Other 
distribution mains which may be needed in areas not yet platted will be 
considered for construction and will be installed as the property owners 
adjacent to them petition for their respective installations, and as 
the method of funding can be established. 


^ Master Plan for Fresh Water Supply and Distribution , Department of 
Water Engineering, 1972. 
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City policy requires residents to petition and pay for the instal¬ 
lation of distribution mains. This is generally paid for on a cash 
basis by the property owners who directly benefit and who are willing 
to initially finance the cost. A recorded contract requires others to 
pay their respective share of the initial construction cost if they 
desire service within fifteen (15) years. Such shares are then col¬ 
lected and paid back to the initial parties financing the main. A 
bonding procedure may be used to assist property owners in paying the 
cost over ten years, similar to the Barrett Law procedures used for 
streets, sidewalks and alley pavements, and sewer construction. 

Annexation has an effect on the rates charged to customers of the Fort 
Wayne Water Utility. Customers outside the city limits are charged a 
35% surcharge on their water bills. This charge will be dropped when 
Blackhawk is annexed to the City. 

This surcharge drop does not apply to those residents currently served 
by private utilities. However, the rate is subject to change if the 
City purchases those utilities, which is uncertain at this time. 


2. Fire Hydrants 

The Civil City of Fort Wayne pays the Water Utility $115.64 annually for 
each fire hydrant located within the City. With 96 fire hydrants 
located in the Blackhawk area, the annual cost for fire hydrants will 
be $11,101.44. 


3. Sewers 


A substantial portion of the proposed annexation area is already served 
by City Utilities sewers. The remainder is served by private utilities 
sewers. (See Map II)! 

As development takes place within the City Utilities certified service 
area sewers will be extended at the cost of the developer. Current 
sewer interceptors and the main treatment plant are adequate for handling 
the additional load from future development. 

The City is currently attempting to buy the Diversified Utilities, the 
private utility company in Allen County. Once the purchase is completed. 
City Utilities will take over service and facilities throughout the en¬ 
tire annexation area. 

Although a final determination cannot be made before the purchase, it 
seems likely that some capital improvements will be required to get the 
private system up to City Utility standards. City Utilities has the 
capability of doing so, and will act to meet the physical needs. 


4. Storm Sewers 


The area is presently served by existing storm lines that were approved 
by the County Surveyor. At the time of annexation, a detailed engineer- * 
ing study will be made to determine what upgrading will be required to 
bring these systems up to city standards. 
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The City will maintain the existing storm sewers that were 
either constructed to city standards or that presently 
appear upon the sewer records- of the City. If the construct¬ 
ed storm sewers do not meet city standard, the City will not 
take them over for maintenance. It is the responsibility 
of the property owners to upgrade the storm sewers to meet 
city standards before the City will accept them for future 
maintenance. 

In order to obtain public storm sewer improvements, the 
property owners must submit written petitions to the Board 
of Public Works. Upon the receipt of a petition and direc¬ 
tion from the Board of Works, the Water Pollution Control 
Engineering Department will investigate the petition’s 
request and make its recommendation for the public improve¬ 
ment. The area could then be serviced within one year. 

It is the City's policy that the financing of storm sewers 
will be the responsibility of the property owners. Residents 
can pay their share through Barrett Law Assessments which 
allow payment over a ten (10) year period at 6% interest. 
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FINANCIAL SUMMARY 


Revenue 

The assessed valuation for the Blackhawk area was determined by ob¬ 
taining the assessed valuation of each piece of property from the Real 
Property Master File System and the St. Joseph and Adams .Township 
Assessor’s Offices. The land and real estate values for the total 
annexation area is $15,981,112. Since each property owner is eligible 
for a $1000 mortgage exemption and there are 1329 single family dwelling 
units, $1,329,000 is deducted from the total assessed valuation. Thus, 
$14,652,112 is the amount which determines the revenues derived from the 
city taxes. The City tax rate for 1979 is $3.9068 per $100 of assessed 
valuation. Therefore, the City would receive $572,429 (1979 figure) in 
property tax revenue. The table below illustrates this more clearly:

There is another source of revenue for the City based upon population. 
The four sources are the Motor Vehicle Highway Tax, Alcoholic Beverage 
Gallonage Tax, Cigarette Tax, and Cumulative Capital. The table below 
gives an estimate of the monies to be received.

The money received from the Alcoholic Gallonage and the Cigarette Tax 
are placed in the General Fund. The MVH revenue is placed in its own 
separate MVH fund. The Cumulative Capital revenue is placed in its 
own fund or upon approval of the City Council, it may be placed in 
the General Fund. 


The amount of money the City receives from Federal Revenue Sharing, the 
Community Development Block Grant, and the Local Road and Street Fund 
is related to the City's population. Population is only one element 
of complex distribution formulas, so the direct contribution of Black- 
hawk cannot be calculated. Still, these funds should increase with pop¬ 
ulation increases. 
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Expenditures 

Expenditures reported in the Municipal Services section are sum- 
arized here. These are considered maximum costs - since Blackhawk's 
needs will be treated equally with other needs in the community. 
Capital improvement projects such as street lighting, must follow 
routine City procedures which often require petitioning, and imple¬ 
mentation as funds become available. 


Utility costs are not reported here as they are paid for by the 
property owners and only after they request the improvements.

3. Five Year Summary 

The Five Year Summary shows year by year expenditures for the first 
five years after annexation compared with the tax revenue the City will 
receive from the area. 

The Five Year Summary includes the costs likely to be incurred in provi din g 
the necessary services such as police, fire protection, emergency medical 
service, solid waste collection and traffic control. These services 
are considered essential for the health and safety of the residents of 
the area. Street maintenance and fire hydrant rental are automatic with 
annexation so these costs are included. Other costs expected to be in¬ 
curred within five years of annexation are also included. These include 
intersection lights (although they have often been funded through Revenue 
Sharing) and the operating cost of 2 Funmobile Stops. Street improvements 
and utility costs are not included since they will be undertaken only with 
resident participation and petitioning. 
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Below are three tables which compare expenditures to tax revenue 
for the annexation area. The expenditures in the three tables differ 
because of the three alternatives for Emergency Medical Service (EMS). 
The effect of each of the alternatives on the total amount of revenue 
to be gained by the city is shown below. (See the Emergency Medical 
Services Section for an explanation of each alternative.) For the 
purpose of these summaries, an effective date of December 31, 1979, 
is assumed.

Expenditures for 1980 include all operating costs that are automatic 
with annexation. Capital expenditures are made in the second year. 

The third year and thereafter, the only costs are operational ones. 

All costs include a 6.7% inflationary factor for each year since the 
date of this report (1978).

Property tax would not be collected until 1981 since the assessment 
date is March T, Assuming annexation December 31, 1979, assessment 
will take place March 1, 1980 and revenue will not be collected until 
1981. An increase of 5% is included in the revenue figures since this 
is the expected amount of increase in the tax levy. 
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SUMMARY AND RECOMMENDATION 


Indiana Annexation Statutes 


In order for the City to successfully annex an area it must meet 
the criteria for annexation as established by the Indiana Statutes. 
The Statutes state that: 

A. The area proposed for annexation must have at least one 
eighth (1/8) or 12% of its aggregate external boundaries 
coincidental with the boundaries of the annexing City. 

The Blackhawk area is 32% contiguous to the existing 
corporate limits. 

B. (1) "The resident population of the area sought to be annexed 
is equal to at least three persons per each acre of land with¬ 
in its boundaries." 

.or. 

(2) "The land is zoned for commercial, business, or industrial 
uses 

.or. 


(3) "Sixty percent of the land therein is subdivided." 

The Blackhawk area has 5.31 persons per acre and therefore meets 

criteria B(l), above. 

C. "The annexing City has developed a fiscal plan and has estab¬ 
lished a definite policy to furnish the territory to be annexed 
within a period ot three (3) years, governmental and proprietary 
services substantially equivalent in standard and scope" to those 
provided to similar areas within the City. 

Police and fire protection, emergency medical service, solid 
waste collection, and traffic control services are considered 
essential for the health and safety of Blackhawk residents and 
will be available at standard levels upon annexation. The City 
will also take over street maintenance, the payment of street 
lighting energy costs as well as maintenance for lights that meet 
city standards, and rental fees for fire hydrants. 

Street and street lighting improvements, other than intersection 
lights, will be provided on the basis of need, community priority, 
funding availability, and property owner petitioning and partici¬ 
pation as described in the municipal services section of this plan. 
Service provision will be in accordance with regular City capital 
improvement planning and implementation processes. 

The Financial Summary shows the cost of providing these services 
as well as the additional revenue the City will receive. The 
cost of services not requiring resident petitioning is compared 
with the potential revenue for the City in the Five Year Summary. 
Services such as street and road construction, street lighting 
for the entire area, as well as utility services' cannot be 




compared against potential revenue because these services re¬ 
quire petitioning. Therefore, it cannot be determined when or 
even if, the expenses will be incurred. However, Blackhawk 
will be treated equally with other areas of the City with re¬ 
gard to the provision of these services. 


Fort Wayne's Annexation Policy 

The Fort Wayne City Council has considered having other annexation 

criteria in addition to those set forth by the State Statutes: 

A. The area proposed for annexation must have a unity of interest 
with the municipality. 

The Blackhawk area is actually a part of the Fort Wayne urban 
community. Residents share their recreational and commercial 
facilities with city residents. The City, in return, shares 
its _ commercial and recreational facilities with Blackhawk 
residents. In addition, many residents of the proposed annex¬ 
ation area depend on the City for their livelihood since they 
are employed within the City of Fort Wayne. 

B. The advantages to the proposed annexation area must outweigh 
the disadvantages. 

Advantages for the annexation area include the provision of 
municipal services, the aquisition of a voice in City Govern¬ 
ment by the residents, and the community benefit of a more 
equitable tax system. Also, Barrett Bonding for capital im¬ 
provement will be available for Blackhawk residents. The only 
major disadvantage to residents is the increase in property 
taxes necessary to pay for the increased municipal services. 

C. The advantages to the City must outweigh the disadvantages. 

The City would grow along with the urban area, thereby pro¬ 
viding a strong tax base and the ability to provide adequate ser¬ 
vices. Annexation of this area would help eliminate the already 
existing tax inequities for urbanites. City residents pay 
City and County taxes which help support services to the growing 
urbanized county residents. Yet, urban county residents do not 
pay city taxes to support the services they are using. There¬ 
fore, annexation is a means to insure that all urbanites share 
equally in the cost of urban services. Annexation will, also 
facilitate the thorough and efficient provision of urban serivces 

'• As shown in Alternatives A and B in the Five Year Summary, the 

first year deficit is $282,288. This deficit is paid for in the 
third year and from then on the City would realize a positive 
annual income of approximately $330,000. Alternative C shows 
a first year deficit of $374,541. This could be paid for in the 
fourth year after annexation, and from then on a positive amount 
of $220,000 would be gained by the City. 
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E. The City must desire to annex the area. 

The Blackhawk area is a logical extension of the City since 
it borders the City on two sides. Annexation of Blackhawk will 
help the City grow in a logical and orderly manner, as well as 
help preserve a solid tax base. 


It is with careful thought and consideration that the Department of 
Community Development and Planning recommends that this area be annex¬ 
ed to the City of Fort Wayne, as it meets both the legal and local 
criteria for an acceptable and beneficial annexation.
